H. G. Wells Predicts the Beast 


Men who reject the Bible always un- 
consciously agree with it. H. G. Wells, 
brilliant British novelist, historian, and es- 
sayist, is a striking instance. His blas- 
phemous repudiation of God’s Word, of 
Christ as Saviour, of the blood atonement, 
and other precious doctrines is well known, 
and comes out conspicuously in his recent 
autobiography. Still later is his recent 
article in a secular magazine, “How to 
Bring Peace on Earth.” He says a “new 
order” is coming, but that there is “a 
necessary breaking up and voiding of insti- 
tutions, customs, and morale before the 
lines of the new order can be made plain.” 
The “new social and political objective... 


taking shape in the minds of an increasing 
number of people ... is nothing less than 
a federal world state, a World Pax, which 
will absorb, flatten out, and replace the 
present sovereign governments of the world 
altogether.” The world-wide co-operation 
of men is going to establish world peace. 
“A common government” is demanded, 
Wells says. “A pooling of economic in- 
terests” will render impossible war forever- 
more. Not God, not Christ, but man, is 
the hope of the world. A single human 
government, controlling the whole world 
— “it is along these lines that hope will 
presently return to mankind.” And so 
Wells, scoffing at the Bible and God, agrees 
completely with God’s Word as to what 
man will undertake. Wells is very late 
in his predictions — Daniel and John made 
the same predictions more than 2,400 and 
1,800 years earlier. Wells, without know- 
ing it, is describing the unified world-em- 
pire that, as he truly says, will certainly 


be established under a single, powerful - 


government, when the governments of the 
earth “shall give their power and strength 
unto the Beast. . . . For God hath put in 
their hearts to fulfil his will, and to agree, 
and give their kingdom unto the Beast, 
until the words of God shall be fulfilled” 
(Rev. 17:13, 17). There will be a world- 
wide peace—for a while: but the tragic 
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and devastating war that will come later 
will be infinitely worse than the war of 
1914 which Mr. Wells ignorantly calls “the 
last World War.” Then will sound out 
the “great voices in heaven, saying, The 
Kingdoms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; 
and he shall reign for ever and ever” (Rev. 


II: 15).

Being a Superintendent 


E WAS the very ignorant superin- 
H tendent of a mission Sunday school 
near the railroad yards of a great 
city. He was supposed to know very much 
that he did not know, but he could learn. 
He did learn as the years fled away 
down the highways of experience. Some 
of that education was pretty severe pun- 
ishment for the young superintendent, be- 
cause of the mistakes that he made. In 
other ways the experiences of those early 
and intensely busy years were rich in con- 
tact with human life, and with the marvel- 
ous working of the Holy Spirit, and the 
sufficiency of Christ revealed in many mem- 
orable ways. 

Your superintendent may perhaps be a 
young man like that,— eager, devoted to 
the Lord’s work, interested in the little 
children as well as in those of larger 
growth. He, with you, may be learning 
priceless lessons in these startling days 
when so many things are breaking ir 
upon the lives represented in that school, 
where his administrative and other gifts 
are exercised; He may need just now a 
lot of encouragement, and it will do him 


no harm if you let him know that you are 
with him in the task. 

Problems and rewards come thick and 
fast to the superintendent. Criticism sends 
him home after the service with a serious 
intention of writing a letter to the author- 
ities of the school, asking that he may be 
relieved from further responsibilities. He. 
may remember that Dr. A. F. Schauffler 
once said: “A superintendent who never 
thinks he ought to resign, ought to resign.” 
Yes, he may remember that, but just the 
same he is inclined to write that letter. 
However, on Monday morning things look 
a little different to him, and by the follow- 
ing Sunday he takes to the piatform as 
usual, and secretly wonders how he ever 
thought of giving up on account of a little 
criticism, which after all was wise~ criti- 
cism, and from which he could learn some- 
thing. 

Sometimes the problems seem just impos- 
sible. He hears rumors that certain false 
doctrine is being taught by an elderly man 
of long experience, who has a class of 
young women. How is he, this boy super- 
intendent, going to manage such a case as 
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that? The young women are disturbed. 
He knows he has a duty in the matter, 
but what and how, is the question. The 
problem troubles him for several Sundays. 
He prays about it. He finally concludes 
that on this Sunday, when he goes to the 
school, he must speak to this elderly teacher 
about the difficulty, or else utterly fail in 
his administrative duty. But even then, he 
does not see how he can do it. 

It is well that our heavenly Father sees 
ways and means that we do not see. Just 
before the opening of the school that day, 
while the superintendent was on the plat- 
form, the teacher in question came across 
the room to him and said very pleasantly, 
but with a note of real regret in his voice, 
“I am sorry to have to tell you that I am 
obliged to give up my class.” The super- 
intendent was not long in accepting that 
resignation, and inwardly thanked God for 
doing what he himself had been so re- 
luctant to do. 

The superintendent never can exactly 
foresee the fruitage of any honest attempt to 
help another human soul. In the school 
was a young girl of thirteen or fourteen. 
Her family background was anything but 
encouraging. Her educational opportunities 
were very slim indeed,—or at least that 
was what friends had told her. She was 
given a class of girls in the school, and 
how she did work with those youngsters! 
It was a delight to watch her with these 
little girls, with their heads together close 
around that eager and untrained young 
teacher. 

But wait a few short years. You are 
interested in the convention movement, and 
on the platform is a. brilliant, consecrated 
young woman instructing the convention on 
the art of teaching; she is a leader among 
practice school teachers in the public 
schools of a great city. Did you have any- 
thing to do with putting her where she is? 
When she comes down the aisle after her 
address, and sees you sitting in the audience, 
her face lights up, she steps quickly to 
where you are, and you hear something 
that makes you glad you put her over that 
class of little girls. 

What about that wild young black-haired 
chap who was so often a disturber of the 
peace, — what could you ever do with him? 
You heard one day of a fight he was in 


after the Christian Endeavor meeting one. 


night, when you were ill at home. It was 
a serious fight, and a wicked looking gun 
was drawn, not by him, but by a mild 
young fellow who would never be supposed 
to carry a gun. 

You sent for the rough chap, and had 
him come to see you while you were ill in 
bed. There was no talk about the fight. 
You spoke with the boy about his relation 
to Christ, and in a few moments he was 
down on his knees beside your bed, con- 
fessing his sins and praying that the Lord 
would receive him. 

Was that boy’s prayer answered? A 
swift attack of tuberculosis, in a little more 
than a year, closed his earthly life, and 
by that time he had led to Christ some 
thirty of his young friends by having them 
come to see him in his home, right across 
from the church, and there he gave them 
the Gospel. When you went to his funeral 
and saw the crowds of young people, and 
the flowers, were you not glad that you had 
not wriften that letter of resignation?

Should Christians Vote? 


For years I have seen that a Christian, 
a born-again soul, like his Lord, is not of 
this world though in it. If so, is he to 
have a say in politics, in voting to elect 
rulers, — most of them men of the world 
with God left out of their reckoning? I am 
told that the Word says to pray for the 
powers that be, for they are ordained of 
God. Which is true. But it does not say 
I should help to make those powers. 
allows, and overrules all, but Satan is still 
pao Prince. Am I wrong?—A California 
reader. 


There are ministers and laymen who re- 
fuse to vote or do anything toward com- 
munity improvement except to try to win 
individuals to Christ. Of course we are to 
be separate from the world (that is, from 
worldliness), but should Christians go to the 
above extreme and cut themselves off from 
all civic and political opportunities for com- 
munity, state, and ‘national betterment ?— 
An Ohio pastor. 

There is no New Testament passage en- 
joining the Christian not to have any part 
in civic or government matters. If there 
were, the Christian’s duty would be plain. 
But in the absence of any such Scriptural 
prohibition, there would seem to be good 
reason why the Christian should do every- 
thing in his power to secure good govern- 
ment in every legitimate way, by voting 
for the best candidates and by exercising 
other rights and duties of good citizen- 
ship. The Lord told Peter to pay tribute, 
or taxes, for both Peter and himself (Matt. 
17: 24-27). The birth of Christ in Beth- 
lehem was occasioned by Joseph’s obedi- 
ence, as a good citizen, to a civic ruling 
or law of taxation (Luke 2:1-4). Paul 
exercised a citizen’s right when he said, 
“I appeal unto Cesar” (Acts 25:11). De- 
tails of good Christian citizenship are given 
in Romans 13:1-7; this passage includes 
the statement that “there is no power but 
of God: the powers that be are ordained 
of God.” And it may well be that God’s 
ordaining of. certain human powers, or 
rulers, is by his use of the votes of his

T TAKES whole pages in the daily 

| press to recount the crimes of racketeers, 
gunmen, gangsters, and other enemies 

of society of the evening before. 

Statistics show :that fourscore and five 
years ago the United States was the most 
law-abiding of ‘the nations. Now it is 
the most lawless country on earth. 

The crime reports which the Department 
of Justice at Washington issues quarterly 
show the nation’s crime bill to be $13,000,- 
000,000 a year; 140,000 Americans are in 
prison, and 400,000 persons are regularly 
engaged in criminal activities. Last year 
40,000 homes and other places were burg- 
larized and more than $100,000,000 was lost 
through incendiary fires; 100,000 persons 
were assaulted, and 50,000 robbed. There 
were 554 hold-ups and a loss of $3,384,000. 
An inhabitant of the United States is mur- 
dered every forty-five minutes. Last year 
the homicide rate was 10.7 per 100,000, or 
about 12,000 persons murdered — the high- 
est rate in the civilized world. The annual 
murder rate has increased 350 per cent 
since 1890. Startling as these figures are, 
and paradoxical as it.may seem, there is 
no crime wave in this country. The sta- 
tistics do not make it a crime wave, because 
there is nothing new about them. 


When Their Downfall Began 


During my experience of more than 
twenty-eight years on the bench, I have 
passed sentence on over 8,000 persons con- 
victed of crime. Very few were members 
of or attendants at any church or Sunday 
school. However, the evil-doer realizes 
the important relation of the church to 
society and turns to it for help when in 
danger of being deprived of his liberty. 

In 1910 Stanislaw Pettanza and Maria 
Rappa were indicted charged with kidnap- 
ing Joseph Longo and Michael Rizzo, who 
were held for $30,000 ransom. During 
the trial of Pettanza, the pastor of a church 
testified that the gang insisted he make 
an effort to help him in the case. Maria 
Rappa, after conviction, when asked her 
religion, ‘responded: “I do not know what 
the inside of a church locks like.” 

Abe Lewis, noted gang leader, was con- 
victed of robbery. A rabbi called and told 
me that members of the Lewis gang threat- 
ened to kill him if he did not make an 
appeal for clemency for Lewis. 

An attorney, convicted of forgery, said 
before going to prison, “My downfall com- 
menced when I feft the church.” 

A youth of eighteen years, convicted of 
murder, said, “My downward career started 
when I stopped going to Sunday school.” 

Scores of young men convicted of crime 
have declared the first fatal step toward 
ruin was leaving Sunday school. No child 
can have a fair American chance without 
religion. Children cannot have too much 
education based on the plain teachings of 
Jesus. 

The total crime bill in this country an- 
nually is over $13,000,000,000 in money

and a value in ruined lives far beyond 
all possible computation. It would cost 
many times that if the churches were 
closed. There would be a carnival of crime 
loose in the land. Black-handers, white- 
slavers, highwaymen, burglars, bigamists, 
and the habitués of the underworld are un- 
churched. 

The records of the civil courts also fur- 
nish abundant proof of the value of the 
church to society. This is especially true 
of the Matrimonial Court. In the several 
thousand cases disposed of by me, not in 
a single case were both parties to the suit 
active church members, and in the majority 
of cases, neither attended any church. In- 
variably the guilty party did not go to 
any church. The divorce evil in the United 
States is growing at an alarming rate. 
The absence of religion in the home means 
the loss of one of the strongest ties that 
bind men and women together in marital 
bliss. A religious home is a happy home. 
Divorce, crime, and juvenile delinquency 
all bear striking testimony that society is 
carrying its broken homes and the burden 
of criminality because of the lack of re- 
ligious training in the home, the school, 
and the church. 


19-Year-Old Veterans of Crime 


The growing increase of juvenile crim- 
inality is proof of a deterioration of char- 
acter and an indictment against the home, 
the parents, and the schools, It is a break- 
down in the moral and religious educa- 
tion of the young. The ideals of youth 
have been lowered. We must bear in mind 
that public schools used to start the day 
with some words of Christian guidance. 
That beneficial uplift has been discontinued. 
If religion is good one day in the week, 
it is good every day. The majority of 
crimes in the past ten years have been 
committed by those under twenty-one years 
of age. For the past two years more nine- 
teen-year-olds were arrested than any 
other age group. The 4,548 arrests in 
this group the first six months of last 
year included more than a hundred charged 
with homicide. 


The gang on the corner is often the 
starting place of a criminal career. But 
the right kind of gang is helpful to keep 
boys straight. We are gregarious. It is 
natural for us to flock together. We join 
groups for play, for social intercourse, and 
for work. School and college societies, 
clubs and organizations of various kinds, 
are a phase of gangdom of the beneficial 
sort, The all-important thing is to keep 
the young from joining the wrong gang 
and away from vicious contacts. Church 
clubs and properly supervised groups and 
organized play keep boys from wrongdoing 
and away from evil companions, 

More than 4,000 of the 8,000 prisoners 
sentenced by me were under the age of 
twenty-one years, and only three were 
members of Sunday school, at the time 
of committing their crimes. That satisfies 
me of the value of the Sunday school to 
the community in helping safeguard it 
from the growth of criminals. It also 
satisfies me of the value to the indi- 
vidual. 

In 1,092 cases of suspended sentence, in 
each of which a minister, rabbi, or priest 
became interested, at my request, with the 
hope of saving the boy to a future life 
of usefulness and good citizenship, only 
sixty-two of the boys were brought back 
for violation of the conditions of the parolé. 
I believe the reform in the remaining cases, 
over 1,000, was prompt and permanent. ° 
Dikes against an Ominous Tide : 

I regard our Sunday schools and 
churches as the only effective means ‘to 
stem the rising tide of vice and crime 
among the youth. Society carries the 
heavy burden of criminality chiefly because 
of the lack of religious training of the 
youth. I believe religious training of chil- 
dren should be the start. of their educa- 
tion, If all the children were kept under 
the influence of the Sunday schools and 
the church during their teens —the forma- 
tive period of their lives—and all grown- 
ups would take an active interest in church 
work, we would soon be closing ‘prisons 
and jails instead of building more. It is 
my opinion that the tide of crime is likely 
to grow until this important problem is 
dealt with at the source. 

The Sunday school is the mightiest or- 
ganization in the world for good. 

There is no more potent influence in 
the life of the youth in this country than 
the Sunday school. 

The Sunday school is the best prepara- 
tion for happiness and success. We can- 
not do without the Sunday school, 

The real value of the Sunday school is 
irrefutably attested by the great and good 
everywhere. Let me quote some testimony 
of a few celebrities on the value of Sun- 
day school instruction: 

Former President Hoover: “The Sab- 
bath school is at the very root of the 
religious life, with all its benefits to the 
individual and the nation, and for this 
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reason I cordially commend all efforts to 
enlarge its field of usefulness.” 

The late President Coolidge: “The Sun- 
day schools furnish a great agency by 
which spiritual ideals are made a part of 
life of the younger generation of the peo- 
ple of the United States, and the 
growth of such schools is of inestimable 
value in providing a higher type of citi- 
zenship.” 

David Lloyd George, formerly Premier 
of England: “All that I am, and what- 
ever I have accomplished, I owe to the 
Sunday school.” 

It is the duty of parents to send their 
children to Sunday school, and, if neces- 
sary in order to get them there, to take 
them, for every child is entitled to know 
God. Religious education should supple- 
ment all public school education, and there 
should be character education. Children 
should be taught that the great objective 
in life is the development of character. 

This country needs the sort of New Deal 
that will bring about a Recovery in Moral 
and Spiritual Values. There are 17,000,- 
000 boys and girls in this country growing 
| up without moral training from any source. 
There are 19,000,000 persons enlisted in 
the Sunday school ranks in the United 
States. If every member of this army 
of Christians would do his or her duty,

we could capture the youth of America 
for Jesus Christ, in one generation, and 
practically put an end to crime, 

The church is not merely a preventive 
of crime, but it is a barrier against relapse 
into barbarism, a police agency in preserv- 
ing order, a preservative of common vir- 
tue and decency. It is a burglar insurance, 
makes the streets and parks safe, and pro- 
tects our lives and ‘our property. The 
stronger the church, the cleaner, the health- 
ier, safer, happier, and more respectable 
the community. This country is no 
stronger than the homes of its people, and 
the homes are no stronger than the re- 
ligion in them. The power of this nation 
is in the religion of its people. 

Every person profits to some extent from 
the churches, whether he serves them or 
not. It is the duty of every man to help 
support some church. If he does not, then 
he is living on charity. He is profiting 
and not giving anything in return. He is 
a dependent. 

The church means more than ever be- 
fore in a world gripped by the difficulties 
and distress of these times. Discontent 
and dissatisfaction haunt mankind every- 
where. Worry and anxiety add to the 
misery. The church and Sunday school 
bear the hope of people everywhere.

TAKE no credit for whatever may have 

been accomplished in the lives of the 

boys in my class. I have been nothing 
but an instrument in the hands of my Sav- 
jour, and the credit is entirely his. I con- 
sider it as the greatest privilege that has 
come to me to have been permitted to 
teach these boys for the past three years. 
My own life has not been an easy one as 
far as finances and other circumstances 
are concerned, and I have had fierce spir- 
itual battles. But I remember well the 
night the consciousness came to me that 
I was a saved person, and during ali the 
years and the trials since my Saviour has, 
in words that “Uncle Billy” Ridgway 


might use, proved that He was able and 
ready “to see me through.” So, “I know 
whom I have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day.” And 
there are no words to express how much 
I love him. So if my witness for him 
to these boys, whom I love as if they were 
my own, can lead them to him so that 
they may know him, too, then surely it is 
no wonder that it seems such a great priv- 
ilege to me to be used like that in his 
vineyard, 

I don’t have any method that I know 
of, but I can tell some of the things I do 
when I am with the class.

When I took the class three years ago 
there were only three little fellows, nine 
years of age, and they could put us in any 
odd corner and we would be out of the 
way. Then the class grew to about ten 
members I think, and they gave us a spe- 
cial corner and I asked for a table that 
no one else was using. I like a table 
when I teach. It gives the boys—and 
me — something to do with our hands and 
feet and somewhere to put our Bibles and 
quarterlies. .We all feel more at ease. But 
our church is a very small one and our 
Sunday school classrooms are divided only 
by curtains. The noise made by the other 
classes disturbed us, and in trying to talk 
above that we disturbed the others. There 
is one little room where the pipes from 
the organ are to be installed if we ever 
have one, and by making one partition of 
soundproof beaver-board a room could 


be made that would be large enough for. 


us and where we could be by ourselves 
and not disturb others or be disturbed by 
noise. We were given this room, and that 
has helped very much in the handling of 
this class, 

There was a place about ten feet from 
our door where we could nail up an ordi- 
nary mail box like those on private homes, 
and we put our attendance book and col- 
lection in the mail box when we have 
checked them up, and that prevents even 
the interruption of the secretary knocking 
at the door and asking for them. I have 
found that every mterruption distracts, 
and the main teaching of the day may be 
ruined by some one coming in the door at 
the wrong time. So I have tried to pre- 
vent every interruption I possibly could. 
If a boy comes in late, just the fewest 
words possible are said to him as a wel- 
come, and the boy falls right in with the 
spirit of things and very little disturb- 
ance is made. There are nineteen in the 
class now. The largest number present 
at one time, I believe, was twenty-two or 
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twenty-three. Our average attendance is 
twelve to sixteen. And the boys have 
grown from an average age of nine to an 
average of twelve years of age. Three 
of them are thirteen. 

The father of one of the boys is a wood- 
worker, and he made us a picture frame 
about two feet square. It is fixed so that 
the back comes off easily, and in that 
frame there are kodak pictures of the boys 
taken at different times. The two pub- 
lished in the Trmes (Nov. 10, 1034) are 
there along with others of the boys play- 
ing baseball and football, some of our pic- 
nics and swimming parties, some of the 
contest prize winners, some of the Rally 
Day pageant, showing the costumes in 
which they took part. It is a source of 
interest to the boys, as there is room for 
pictures that we may take later on. 

There is another frame up on the wall. 
Instead of a picture there is a piece of 
pale green cardboard in it. At the top 
of the cardboard there is a drawing of 
the church flag, a blue cross on a white 
pennant. Under this there is a blank space. 
As a boy confesses his Saviour and joins 
the church, his name is written on a red 
star and these stars are pasted in rows 
under this flag. This indicates that he 
has joined Christ’s army as a soldier in 
the battle through this world and his 
star has a place on our “service flag.” 
At the bottom of this frame is written 
the first half of Malachi 3:17: “And they 
shall be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in 
that day when I make up my jewels.” 

There are other temporary charts in 
the room for contests. Just now there are 
two. One is for our Bible drill. If the 
boys read their daily Bible study refer- 
ences at home during the week they get 
a green mark after their name. If they 
will learn the books of-the Bible they get 
a small gold star. The first thing each 
Sunday morning, I give out a prepared list 
of Bible references and the boy who finds 
one first gets a purple mark after his name. 
The contest lasts three months. The win- 
ner gets a candy. bar—and ‘the honor of 
winning. The other. chart is for quietness. 
The class is divided into red and blue sides. 
The reds sit on one side of me,ethe blues 
on the other. The side that is the quietest 
gets a star on the chart. The sides may 
tie, each getting a star.* At the end of 
each month every boy on the winning side 
gets a two-cent size Perry picture of some 
scene in the life of Christ. He may choose 
his own picture from the five or six differ- 
ent kinds I try to keep. One of the boys 
told me the other day he had thirty. This 
contest is always going on, and helps in 
a pleasant way to keep order. I do not like 
to be continually reminding them to be quiet. 
It is not best, for it irritates them. I would 
rather make them want to be quiet. 

We have class officers, a president, vice- 
president, secretary, and a treasurer. These 
officers hold office three months. In elect- 
ing these officers two names for each office 
are proposed. No more than two are al- 
lowed as candidates at one time for the 
same office. Then the boys lay their 
heads down on the table with eyes 
closed. As I call the names the boys 
raise their hands for the candidates they 
want. No one knows except myself who 
voted for which candidate. -So‘there are 
no hard feelings. And no pencils and paper 
are needed for this kind of ballot. 
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While the secretary is marking up the 
class attendance book the first thing, and 
the treasurer is taking up the collection, 
the boys usually talk and say hello to each 
other, They may make quite a little noise, 
but it cannot be heard enough anywhere 
to matter, and I do not mind the noise they 
make, for I know it is better to let them 
“set it out of their system” before the les- 
son starts. The president then calls the 
class to order and the quietness contest 
starts. During the business period even I 
ask for permission to speak if I want to 
say anything. After old and new business 
has been disposed of the president turns 
the class over to me, and before we start 
the lesson we have a chain of prayer, each 
boy taking part with a sentence at least, 
ending with myself. This prayer is never 
made compulsory, and if a boy does not 
wish to take part he touches the shoulder 
of the boy next to him to indicate it. But 
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seldom is the chain ever broken except 
for new members the first Sunday or for 
visitors, ‘This gives the necessary pause 
to divide the secular from the sacred pe- 
riods. I do not expect these boys to be 
perfect, however, although there is usually 
a noticeable difference between the quiet- 
ness and reverence of the two periods. 

I try to start the lesson with a story, or 
a question to get them to thinking. Very 
often I use Mr. Smith’s “Little Jetts” and 
sometimes Dr, Pace’s cartoon. Then fol- 
lows the lesson story and the application of 
it to their lives. If I can connect it with 
some incident that has happened when 
we were all together the application has 
much more force. When I was small I 
used to play with my brother and his 
friends, and I know some of the problems 
of boys. That helps me to make the ap- 
plication.

and badges. T wenty- 
One years are ac- 
counted for here, 
but he has received 
another bar since 
then. The prize for 
the first year is a 
gold pin; after the 
second year a 
wreath is added to 
the pin; from then 
on a bar is given 
for each year. The 
pins usually bear 
the name of the 
denomination in 
which they are used, 
and they can gener- 
obtained 
from the dertiomina- 


tional publishing houses selling Sunday 
school supplies.

Mr. Brown is to be congratulated on his 
fine record, and he sets a good example 
for other Sunday school scholars, teachers, 
and superintendents. 





A. faithful superintendent 
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This may sound as if other things were 
being allowed to crowd out the lesson, but 
the other things do not take long, and the 
lesson is the most important of all that goes 
on in the classroom. I try in every lesson 
to make some mention of Christ’s atone- 
ment. My reward for this came a few 
Sundays ago when I asked for all who 
knew they were saved to raise their hands. 
Without any hesitation every boy present 
who had publicly taken Jesus as a per- 
‘sonal Saviour immediately raised his hand. 
They used to teach me that one could not 
know until the Judgment Day, and then 
it would depend on how good we had been. 
I want to spare them the sorrow caused 
by this mistaken teaching if I can. I want 
them to know they can know Now! Last 
Sunday three more boys joined the church, 
leaving only three new members who are 
not church members. So now I am going 
to try to make my mention of His death 
a chance to urge them not to bring 
shame on His name by being unworthy 
“soldiers.” 

I have tried to tell what goes on in 
the classroom. Our social life changes 
with the season. In the spring we try 
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to meet once a week after I get off from 
work and play baseball at a vacant lot 
which is centrally located. In the fall it 
is football, I try to arrange to take them 
on at least one good outing a summer. I 
swim and am helping them learn. I like 
boys’ games and that gives me a chance 
to become better acquainted with them. 
But I try never to mix games with “preach- 
ing,” unless some one of them asks me a 
question about it. They often do, though, 
as we are walking along together. Quite 
a number of them live close enough for me 
to go see them rather often. The others I 
write to if the occasion comes up. I am 
trying to hold them together as a group 
of friends if that is possible. And all this 
keeps me from seeming such a stranger 
to them in the class periods. But most of 
all, I just love them and am proud of them, 
and have let them know it. 

I have been a reader of THE SuNDAY 
ScHoot Trues for more than fifteen years. 
In fact, I do not clearly remember when 
we did not take it. And I don’t know 
how I would get along without it. I will 
make a big sacrifice before I will give 
up the TIMEs.

| Being a Superintendent 
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You see, dear superintendent, you are not 
the mere controller of a machine. You do 
have about the most difficult administrative 
work that a man can have, for your author- 
ity: must be very lightly handled, and per- 
suasively used, at the same time with the 
most loving tact and undiscourageable faith- 
fulness. You are not only all this, but 
you are a spiritual adviser and comforter 
in time of illness or bereavement; an ex- 
ample also, whether you like it or not, to 
that bunch of young fellows growing up in 
the Sunday school under your leadership. 
It takes a great deal more than any in- 
herent quality that you possess to lead in 
that delicate and far-reaching work. Only 
the indwelling Christ can make you into 
the kind of man you ought to, be before 
that plastic, impressionable, varied crowd 
that looks to you each Sunday, and be- 
tween Sundays. 

When John Wanamaker was asked by 
President Harrison to become a member of 
his Cabinet by accepting the portfolio of 
Postmaster General, Mr. Wanamaker con- 
fided to Henry Clay Trumbull that he could 
not accept that place in the Cabinet unless 
the President were willing that he should 
spend his Sundays in Philadelphia in his 
work in Bethany Sunday School.

Is the job of superintendent too big for 
you? Very likely. Are you too big for 
the job? Not for a moment! You will 
have to be insignificant enough to under- 
stand and to practice the spirit of that 
terribly searching lesson that the Lord of 
glory condescended to teach to his disciples 
by way of water, and a basin, and a towel. 











There are so many little things that 
tell the superintendent what small matters 
are dear to the heart of God. 

You are walking through a summer eve- 
ning’s crowd at Atlantic City. You are 
conscious that you have carelessly stepped 
upon a child’s foot. You look down quickly, 
and she looks up at you, and, instead of 
a frown upon her face, comes the brightest 
of smiles and a laugh, as you apologize and 
as she says to some one with her, “Why, 
that is our superintendent!” — and she calls 
you by name. What friends you two are, 
ever after! 

One day you are walking along a city 
street, and you notice that a mounted police- 
man is speaking to you. You are not con- 
scious of any correction that you need by 
the police, but you look up at him, and he 
calls you by name, and you are instantly 
shaking hands, for he, the mounted guard- 
ian of the peace, was once a little boy in 
your Sunday school, and at that time not 
always a guardian of-the peace. 

Can you ever forget that quiet, thought- 
ful, pale young fellow who walked into 
your office one day? ‘You did not know 
him at first, because he was so changed 
from the boy you once knew. That young- 
ster was the mosti difficult in the whole 
,school. One night, while visiting in her 
home, this boy shot his sweetheart. No 
one wculd believe him when he told how 
it happened, but the jury and the judge 
were enough in doubt to sentence him to a 
long term in prison. It was thirteen years 
since you had seen him, and only a few 
days before his visit he had’ come out of 
that long retirement. He was dazed, he 
was utterly changed, and he wanted to come 
as soon as he could’ and see his superin- 
tendent. Were you not glad. that he felt 
that way about it? 
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Perhaps your mission school was a tur- 
bulent place, until you began to school them 
into quiet, when quiet should prevail. With 
you they learned that lesson, for you at 
the same time were learning to be a quiet, 
orderly superintendent. 

And do you remember one day, when you 
were summing up the lesson, how two 
pigeons alighted on the frame of the swing- 
ing windows, high up toward the ceiling, 
and rested there, looking down into the 
room? Of course the school saw them 
immediately, and all their interest was on 
those messengers as they rested there. 

Messengers indeed, for instantly you 
joined with the school by capitalizing that 
interest, not by criticising it. You were 
nonplused, but the Lord was not. He gave 
you the word to speak, as you told them 
very quietly, while the room was in perfect 
silence, about the descent of the Spirit in 
the form of a dove, and even while you 
talked, the beautiful visitors spread their 
wings and vanished, You are finding, no 
doubt, that the Lord is sending into your 
superintendency many an encouraging, lov- 
ing message from his own treasury of bless- 
ing, which is always overflowing with his 
gifts wherever the Holy Spirit is doing 
the work that he was sent to do. 

Let the little frictions of the superinten- 
dency, the weariness of the work, the mul- 
tiplicity of details, stand back, and give way 
in your own life to the unspeakable values 
of the human touch, the deep joy of the 
walk with Christ, as you endeavor to “walk 
as he walked” in the leading of souls to

children. Unquestionably the Christian vote 
in California, last autumn, was a factor 
in defeating a man who was the self-de- 
clared enemy of all churches and who was 
running for the office-of Governor, and 
electing a Christian man, Sunday school 
superintendent and church worker, Gover- 
nor Frank F. Merriam. 

The comment of President McQuilkin 
on the Sunday school lesson of last Octo- 
ber 27, “The Christian Citizen,” is a valu- 
able one on this question: 

“Love makes a man a good Christian, a 
good neighbor, a good citizen. Only the 
man who loves God can love his neighbor 
and love his country as he ought. This 
is the man in whose heart the love of God 
is poured out (Rom. 5:5) who bears the 
fruit of the Spirit. Love is the fulfillment 
of the law of God and of every right law 
of man, The cross of Christ and the Spirit 
of God do not do away with the law of 
God but enable a man to fulfill it. How 
does this apply to earthly governments, 
and to war? Law and penalty are abso- 
lutely necessary to control men today, for 
they are not under the control of the Spirit. 
So God has put the sword into the hand 
of the government (Rom, 13:3, 4; 1 Tim. 
1:8-10). The Christian citizen, then, will 
do all in his power. not only to win men to 
Christ, ‘but to have.the principles of Christ 
applied in civic affairs. But he will not 


expect men to bear the fruit of the Spirit.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


ETER’S last great spiritual crisis 
P came when he learned that God was 

the God of the Gentiles as well as 
the Jews. Simon Peter, the Jewish be- 
liever in Christ, became a full-orped Chris- 
tian. How fitting: it was that God should 
use Peter, the apostle to the circumcision, 
to use “the keys” to open wide the door of 
the Kingdom of God to the uncircumcision. 
One of the most popular present-day re- 
ligious writers has said that God did not 
hesitate to commit his Gospel, and the 
building of his Church, to fallible men like 
ourselves, who with a warm love for Christ 
and with very little set doctrine, guided 
the early Church, developing their doctrine 
from their own experience. This is ex- 
actly what God did not do. The glorified 
Lord was directing all, through his Holy 
Spirit. Had Peter directed it, he would 
have required the Gentiles to become cir- 
cumcised Jews before they could come into 
the Kingdom. But God graciously brought 
Peter to a new spiritual crisis, and Peter 
led the Church in its first great crisis. 


The Historical Setting 

Paul’s conversion may be dated three to 
five years after Pentecost. This great 
event was part of God’s program in pre- 
paring to give the Gospel to the Gentiles. 
After this came Peter’s preaching to Cor- 
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nelius. The Council at Jerusalem, follow- 
ing Paul’s first missionary journey, oc- 
curred about A. D. 50. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 10: 34.—I perceive that God is no 
respecter of persons. Race and outward 
conditions make no difference'to God. Man 
is a respecter of persons. 


Verse 35.—He that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, This describes a 
pious man, a man of faith, and does not 
suggest that men are saved by works. Is 
accepted with him. Not passing on the 
question whether Cornelius is saved, but 
stating the principle that God does not 
make a difference because a man is a Jew 
or Gentile. He was on the way to being 
saved, Godly Israelites before Christ were 
saved by faith, and Cornelius may have 
had saving faith, but several expressions 
seem to favor the view that he was re- 
generated, as well as baptized by the Spirit, 
when Peter preached (cf. 10:43; 11:14, 
18; 15:0, II). 

Verse 36.—Sent unto ... Israel. Israel 
had the oracles of God, and the Gospel 
must first be preached to them (Acts 3: 
26° 13: 2. Ab; Rom, 1:16 32, 23-0: I 
5). Preaching peace by Jesus Christ. 

Verse. 41.—Not fo all the people. The 
risen Son of God was not to be a spectacle 
to his enemies, who would not be per- 
suaded if one rose from the dead (Luke 
16:31). 

- Verse 42—Judge of quick and dead. Paul 
pressed this: same fact upon his Gentile 
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listeners (Acts 17:31). Men must make 
choice concerning the one who gives life, 
or executes judgment (John: 5: 22-29). 

Verse 44.—The Holy Ghost fell. This 
has been called “the Gentile Pentecost.” 
See Special Topics. 

Verse 45.—On the Gentiles also... the 
aift of the Holy Ghost, Peter said at Pen- 
tecost that the promise was to those who 
were afar off. But the great astonishment 
of these Jews, providentially brought with 
Peter (v. 23), was because the Spirit was 
poured out upon the Gentiles without be- 
ing circumcised. 

Verse 46.—For they heard them speak 
with tongues. This outward demonstration 
was needed to give evidence to them that 
the gift was the same as the gift upon the 
Jews at Pentecost (Acts 2:11). 

Verse 47.—Can any man forbid water. 
Mark the importance of water baptism as 
the outward symbol that they were bap- 
tized by the Spirit and had become mem- 
bers of the Body, 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The Gentile Pentecost was a great day 
for the Church, For the baptism of the un- 
circumcised by the Spirit into the Body 
of Christ meant that salvation is all 
of grace, for all men, And salvation is 
only by grace for any man. The Jews 
had to be saved by grace through faith 
(Acts 15:11; Gal. 2:16). Nothing less 
would let them in. Nothing more is re- 
quired of the Gentiles. To require cir- 
cumcision would mean, in the strong words 
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of Paul, that Christ would profit nothing 
and grace would be completely given up 
(Gal. 5:2-4). Millions of Gentiles are 
without Christ today; and they are lost. 
The free gift is for them. Men are teach- 
ing today that the door of the Kingdom is 
open to men of all religions. This is Satan’s 
perversion of God’s truth. The Gospel of 
grace is for all nations. But Peter did 
not change God’s unbending requirement 
for every man: repentance, and faith in 
the crucified and risen Son of God.

Special Lesson. Topics and Truths 

“The Gentile Pentecost.” Acts records 
the baptism by the Spirit of four separate 
and distinct groups. 1. The Jews at Pen- 
tecost. 2. The Samaritans. 3. Cornelius 
and the other Gentiles. 4. Disciples of 
John the Baptist at Ephesus (Acts 19: 1- 
7). It was needful that these should all 
be baptized into one Body. In the case of 
the Gentiles, there was the direct pouring 
out of the Spirit, without the laying on 
of the apostles’ hands, as with Samaritans. 
It was needful that God should directly 
show that Gentiles were to be received into 
the Body. The disciples of John the Bap- 
tist were in a still different class, having 
believed in Jesus, but not having known 
of the coming of the Holy Spirit and his 
significance. In the Epistles there is no 
exhortation that Christians should seek 
for the baptism of the Holy Spirit. The 
one passage that directly mentions the bap- 
tism declares that all have been baptized 
by one Spirit into one Body (1 Cor. 12: 
13). When one receives Christ the Sav- 
jour today he is joined to Christ by being 
baptized into the Body. But see Practical 
Applications.2 

Judaism and Christianity. The true Juda- 
ism of the Old Testament taught salvation 
by grace through faith, The Jews stum- 
bled at this and sought righteousness by 
works (Rom. 9: 30-32). With Christ the 
whole system of circumcision and the cere- 
monial laws was to be done away (Heb. 
10: 1-18), and the Gentiles were to be- 
come a part of the Body of Christ, fel- 
low heirs and fellow members with Israel. 
Study Ephesians 2:11 to 3:11 and Ro- 
mans II: 17-24. 

Peter’s Character. Peter is revealed as the 
loyal Jew, and as the outspoken apostle,

still ready to contradict his Lord. But he 
humbly accepts the correction and the new 
light, going without question to Cornelius, 
His ministry there is marked by gentleness, 
deferring to the leadership of the Spirit, 
at all points disclaiming personal greatness 
or authority. At the Jerusalem Council, 
Peter,.giving remarkable testimony, takes 
a humble place, while James and Paul are 
the prominent leaders. Peter’s later com- 
promise is also in line with his impulsive 
action and lack of stability when not walk- 
ing in the Spirit (Gal. 2: 1-21).

God’s grace does not excuse us 
from keeping God’s moral law, but is God’s 
way of giving righteousness apart from 
works, and also enabling us to live holy 
lives,

All About Alike.—God is no respecter 
of persons: ... he that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, is accepted with him 
(Acts 10: 34, 35). “Beauty may be only 
skin deep, but ugliness goes clear to the 
bone,” is a familiar saying. “Ugliness” 
refers to character and disposition. Many 
plain girls are sweet and gracious and 
lovely, and many beautiful girls are, — 
oh, well, the boys call them “lemons!” 
Now you have a good start on the lesson. 

It was as hard to convince a Jew that a 
Roman had any virtue as it is to convince 
certain “Christians” that a Jew has any 
virtue or is made from the common clay. 
Not a few Jews are said to be coming 
into the Christian church. 

I can quote more “Jewish” poetry than 
any other. I wonder if that does not go 
for you also (Psa. 1; Psa. 23; Isa. 53; 1 
Cor. 13; etc.). 

Then there are our colored folks. When 
you come to see me and accept “stall room 
and fodder” you will be served by skillful 
colored women who have been taking care 
of the household for years, and know how 
to do it. Because of these colored girls 
El Nidito strikes on all cylinders and runs 
along as smoothly as the sorghurn. molasses 
a lot of you sent me. Such being the 
several cases, what folly to nurse race 
prejudice. Since God is no respecter of 
persons, you don’t command a front seat! 


At the Reformatory.—We are witnesses 
of all things which he did (v. 39). One 
of the things that had much to do with 
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convincing me that the Gospel narrative 
is true is that these “witnesses” endured 
persecution, even unto death. And all but 
John paid the extreme price for their 
knowledge of the truth. I do not know 
how the wheels in your head work, but 
mine are kept spinning by the fact I can- 
not imagine Peter risking Herod’s ax for 
a useless lie. 

Paul gave up all the things men hold 
most dear — fortune, home, relatives, com- 
fort—for the truth of the Gospel. Paul 
did not depend for convincement upon an- 
cient documents alone. He had right at hand 
many living and infallible witnesses, which 
were overwhelming proofs (Acts 7:3). 


Some years ago I was spending a week- 
end with my old friend the late Mr. Blair 
Patton, warden of the Huntingdon Re- 
formatory. In what they called “the Sun- 
day School” there were seated about 700 
young fellows from 17 to 23 years of age. 
They were placed in rows with a keeper ona 
high chair at the end of each row of some 
25 or 30 boys. The keeper, whom I jok- 
ingly called “Teacher,” held a big club 
in his hand. Some of the boys were in 
red. That meant they were the “toughs,” 
the “hard boiled,” the incorrigibles. The 
first question I asked was, “How many of 
you fellows ever had a real good old-fash- 
ioned licking, the kind that hurts?” Every 
hand was up. They were all that kind. 
Again I asked the question. Up went 700 
hands. I waited. Then I said, “Do you 
‘Teachers’ there on the high chairs mean 
to say you never had a licking like the 
boys and me?” Up went the keepers’ 
hands, and 1,400 young eyes sparkled, — 
they didn’t dare applaud.

Acts 10: 34, 35 
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Then I went on to show them what Paul 
took for his faith in Jesus. The cat-o’- 
nine-tails with a bone that cut deep on 
every tail. Even those Reformatory boys 
knew no man would go through all that 
for a lie when he didn’t have to. 


The Difference in Poetry.—While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the. word (v. 
44). If I were a preacher, giving up my 
whole life to the ministry for just a 
mere “living,” by constant prayer would 
be that I might, like Peter, be able to 
preach to such purpose that the Holy Ghost 
would fall “on all them which heard the 
word.” 

There have been and there still are such 

preachers. But every one I have known 
has believed the Old Book true all over 
and not just true in certain favored spots. 
Wesley so believed, Whitefield, Finney, 
Moody, Billy Sunday, and all pastors of 
growing and influential churches from 
Philadelphia to Hollywood. What mod- 
ernistic sermon has ever brought a soul 
to Jesus Christ, or dried a tear, or put 
fresh courage into a despairing heart? The 
fact of the matter is, to the average mind 
the conclusion is, if the story of the: birth, 
miracles, resurrection of Jesus is not true 
the whole so-called sacred Scriptures are 
fakes, and the comforting Twenty-third 
Psalm is just a nice piece of poetry like 
“Crossing the Bar.” 
. “The Lord is my Shepherd; I shall not 
want,” was printed in big letters and put 
on the wall over my desk at Rock Run. 
We said it over and over Sunday after 
Sunday as a promise from the Holy Ghost 
all through the “Hard Times.” And the 
promise was fulfilled to the letter, in spite 
of unemployment. None hungry, none 
cold, none shoeless, none naked. NO 
WANT. One big shoe factory sent us 
free of charge 100 pairs of new shoes. 
Another made 50 pairs of rubbers possible 
—and so on! 

Tens of thousands of God’s children have 
found this line from the Twenty-third 
Psalm to be a true promise. Yet there 
are those, incredible as it seems, who would 
put this divine promise in the same class 
as Keats’ “A thing of beauty is a joy for. 
ever,” and Donne’s “Be thy own palace or 
the world’s thy gaol,” and that other, “The 
conscious water saw its Lord and. blushed.” 
All beautiful lines, but they bring no peace 
to a fearing heart, because the Holy Spirit 
does not “fall” upon them (1 Cor. 2:4; 
Zech, 4:6).

F YOU have access to a five-and-ten- 

cent store, get a few tiny animals such 
as they have. If not, cut some out of card- 
board. Use a man’s handkerchief for a 
sheet. Get out your paper doll named 
Peter, and be sure it is the same one you 
used in Lesson 6, or some child will tell 
you it isn’t Peter. Then tell the story of

some animals because they were unclean, 
but God let down the sheet full of animals, 
and'some of them were these unclean ani- 
mais, ‘And God told Peter to kill and eat 
them, and Peter refused, because they were 
unclean. Then God told him not to call 
anything unclean that He had cleansed. 
Thrice this sheet was let down before 
Peter, and then drawn back up to Heaven. 
Then Peter knew it was a vision. God 
was trying to teach Peter that no man is 
common or unclean. You see, the Jews 
thought God didn’t love anybody but the 
Jews, but God wanted Peter to know that 
he loved every person, for he wanted Peter 
to go and preach to the people who were 
not Jews. And Peter did it. 

We need this lesson today. Sometimes 
white people are very unkind to people 
who have black skins or brown or yellow, 
and think God doesn’t care for them. But 
God loves every little African child and 
every Filipino child, and Chinese and Jap- 
anese, and all the other children, and Jesus 
Christ died for everybody. There is a 
song I heard some girls sing a few weeks 
ago, that I like very much. It is “Jesus 
loves the little children of the world.” Per- 
haps you can learn to sing it. 

One more thing, Christ has told each 
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one of us to go and preach the Gospel. You 
may not have to go any farther than next 
door, or you may be called to go to Africa, 
Every one of you children can tell some- 
body about Jesus Christ this week. I 
wonder if you will do it. Your teacher has 
a picture of a little boat with a flag flying, 
and I want each one of you to print “GO 
YE” on the flag, then take it home and 
tell some person about your lesson today. 

A very simple boat with a pennant flying 
is all that is necessary. Either make one 
for each child, or if they are old enough, 
let them each make their own. Don’t think 
I am expecting too much of Primary 
teachers. I am not. You cannot teach 
your class without thought, and time, and 
preparation, and study, and prayer, — and 
then more prayer.

AY, fellows, sometimes to get right, a fel- 

low just has to “right about face.” Here 

we find Peter learning that (sometimes 
painful) lesson. Visiting in a home at 
Joppa, while Mrs. Simon was getting din- 
mer ready Peter decided to go up on the 
roof and pray. He got pretty hungry up 
there, and while he prayed and waited he 
fell asleep. It was then that God gave 
him a vision by which he saw he was -to 
make a complete change in his attitude and 
his course with the Gentiles. I suppose 
Peter was by nature as stubborn as any 
man who ever lived, and there is no more 
fertile field for stubbornness than one’s 
religious beliefs. Unless a fellow is very 
careful and very. prayerful (as Peter was) 
he is apt to get going in just the opposite 
direction from that which he ought to be 
going. 


I have driven about 300,000 miles in the 


past eight years, and, unless I am in per- 
fectly familiar territory, it is very easy to 
get going in the opposite direction desired. 
There is always a good, smooth, and ap- 
parently logical road to lead one wrong, 
Unless — and here is the secret of correct 
and satisfactory going—vunless one stops 
quietly to examine the road map and make 
careful inquiry along the way. I started 
to say do this “when in doubt,” but it is 
a good thing to do sometimes when one 
feels confident. My most embarrassing 
mistakes have been made when “I knew 
I was right’! Do you remember two or 
three years ago (wasn’t it in the Rose 
Bowl?) when a crack football player made 
a beautiful long run with the ball — but 
to-the wrong goal! He thought he was 
right, the pack were at his heels, the crowd 
was cheering; but all the time he was pull- 
ing the worst “boner” of the season. Well, 
fellows, that’s life; and the highway is full 
of crossroads and diverging lines: When 
one gets on the road and is pushing ahead 
to arrive somewhere, he does not like to 
stcp; ‘but let me tell you, it pays to draw 
up by the side of the road now and then

Take time for 
it, and you will not only save time, but 
you will avoid some painful mistakes. It 
is said that Marshal Foch, commanding the 
Allied Troops in the World War, took an 
hour each morning for prayer. General 
“Stonewall” Jackson was a man of prayer, 
and each morning, no matter how the bat- 
tle raged, for a certain period his tent was 
closed, and a white handkerchief fluttering in 
the breeze on a stake just outside warned all 
comers that the general was “in conference” 
with his Lord, and there should be no intru- 
sion, All the veteran travelers on the high- 
way of God’s service will tell you that there 
is no time lost, but actually time is gained 
by frequent stops along the way for prayer. 
And the Road Map—God’s Word: who 
would be without it? And yet, what good 
to have it, unless you consult it? Many a 
motorist has gone far out of his way, with 
a perfectly informing road map tucked in 
the side pocket of his car — but neglected. 
Many a Christian wayfarer has fallen into 
well nigh fatal blunders, because of his 
neglected Bible. 

Yes, fellows, I like to think of Peter up 
there on the roof, saying to himself: “Well, 
I’m as hungry as a wolf; but since there 
is some time yet before lunch, I will just 
have a little conference with the Lord,” and 
Oh, what a conference it proved to be! 
It changed his whole program—and it 
made a lot of difference for you and me, 
if we are Gentiles!

1. At least nine: the three messengers of 
Cornelius and “six brethren” (Acts 10: 23, 
a5: 115 Ya). 


2. The fact that, although an angel of the 
Lord came to Cornelius, it was (and con- 
tinues to be) God’s plan to communicate the 
good news of salvation through human mouth- 
pieces. 


3. The practice of prayer. 


4. That God was no respecter of persons 
(Acts 10: 34, 35). 


s. No. Matthew 16:19 refers to the 
authority given Peter to open the door of the 
Church to the Jews at Pentecost, and the 
Gentiles in the house of Cornelius. God alone 
determines the destiny of a soul. 


6. It was remarkable that Peter, the apos- 
tle to the circumcision, should preach first 
to the Gentiles rather than Paul, the apostle 
to the Gentiles (Gal. 2:7, 8). But it was 
essential that all should know that Peter and 
Paul preached the same Gospel, and that Peter 
and the Church at Jerusalem should first ad- 
mit the Gentiles, preparing the way for Paul’s 
ministry. 


7. This distinction goes to laymen, men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, who preached to the 
Greeks, with great numbers believing and 
resulting in establishing the first ntile 
church at Antioch (Acts 11: 20-26). 


8. About three years after his conversion 
Paul went to Jerusalem specially to see Peter, 
and stayed with him fifteen days (Gal. 1: 18). 
Fourteen years later he went to the Jerusa- 
lem Council where Peter supported his min- 
istry to the Gentiles. Later Peter came to 
Antioch and called forth Paul’s rebuke (Gal. 
2:9-21). Note 2 Peter 3:15. 


9. They teach the universal fatherhood of 
God, and they teach that those “in every re- 
ligion” that seek God are accepted of him. 
But those in other religions are not serving 
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God, but are serving demons (Rom. 3:11; 1 
Cor. 10: 19-21). 


10. “But we believe that through the grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall be saved, 
even as they” (Acts 15:11). Paul repeated 
the teaching in Galatians 2:.16, giving the 
teaching to Peter at the time when his con- 
duct was contradicting what he himself had 
taught so clearly (Gal. 2: 14). 


11. There was no compromise. The Gen- 
tiles were not to be circumcised or to keep the 
law of Moses (Acts 15:5), but were to ab- 
stain from certain practices that would be ab- 
horrent to their Hebrew Christian brothers, 
causing them to stumble, and would also tend 
to class them with the heathen. 


12. The Gospel of grace would have been 
destroyed, and Christ would profit us nothing 
(Gal, &: 223 ‘53 3).

ICAH, the prophet of the birth in 
Bethlehem, and the prophet of uni- 
versal peace, came from Judah (1:1), but 
he prophesied both to the Northern and 
Southern Kingdoms; he was a later con- 
temporary of Isaiah, Hosea, and Amos, and 
his dates may be put from 745 to 710 B. C.

Lesson 10 
Curriculum for Adults 
By Clarence H. Benson 


HAT is the purpose of the Adult 

Department of the Sunday school? 
To study the Bible. Yes, but is that all? 
Have we not a right to expect more than 
this, at least from a group of adult Chris- 
tians? 

Life is divided into three parts: child- 
hood, youth, and adulthood. God in his 
infinite wisdom has a great purpose for 
these three groups, which, as some one has 
pointed out, is as follows: 

Childhood for instruction 
Adolescence for training 
Adult life for service 


If this is true, are we not a little late in 
stressing Bible study for mature men and 
women? By this no one should infer that 
Bible study is to be discouraged among 
older people. Even if a child’s education 
has been neglected there is still opportunity 
for him to acquire it as an adult. But there 
will be other responsibilities then to oc- 
cupy his time, so that his studies will need 
to be pursued at night or in spare moments. 
At any rate, the needs of his work will 
determine his course of study. May we 
not say, then, that primarily it is the pur- 
pose of the adult Christian to serve, and 
that his Bible studies should be selected 
with that object in mind. 

It is through the adult Bible class in the 
Sunday school that the Church can make 
its most personal and most practical appeal. 
There are thousands of large organized 
Bible classes today that can testify to the 
value of working for men and women 
through this medium. In fact, there is no 
reason why an adult Bible class cannot be 
made the strongest evangelistic agency of 
any church, 

With this great object in mind there is 
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no question but that the International Uni- 
form Lessons are the best for the Adult 
Department. The frequent repetition of 
lessons in the'Gospels will provide excel- 
lent material for evangelistic effort. More- 
over, the new, converts will require just 
such elementary studies as these lessons 
contain for their introduction to Bible study. 
The fact that the Uniform lessons do not 
provide consecutive material will make lit- 
tle difference in the adult classes, as irreg- 
ular attendance on account of business and 
household duties, for some individuals at 
least, must be anticipated, 





% Children at Home 


Haverford Pond 
By Samuel Scoville, Jr. 


| SAW the Pond last night, a platter of 
frozen silver, upon which a wild moon 
stared down from a wrack of hurrying 
cloud like the peering eye of a great lion. 
Across the campus of Haverford College 
the lights of the dormitories made apricot 
patches of flame against the dusk. 

Until it froze over, I would see every 
morning a magnificent herring gull, silver- 
gray with black tips to his white wings, 
floating high in the Pond. He came in 
the late fall, a strange visit for a sea 
bird to make to this little patch of inland 
water. At first he would rise from the 
water and flap silently around and around, 
high in the air, when anyone came near. 
Lately, however, he has become so accus- 
tomed to humans that he will not fly even 
when I clap my hands and shout at him. 

Last year a pair of belted kingfishers 
‘stayed all winter by the Pond, and every 
day I would hear their call like a watch- 
man’s rattle, as they flew across the shal- 
low water. 

Probably both the gull and the king- 
fishers lived on the swarm of goldfish 

‘which suddenly peopled the Pond a year 
‘ago. No one knows where they came from, 
ibut they have increased and multiplied 
‘amazingly and any day can be seen gleam- 
‘ing through the muddy water. 

When I was a boy—it was several 
_years ago—four of us discovered a gold- 
‘fish pond, a ‘little pool in a pasture in 
which sorae bygone owner had once placed 
‘goldfish, We used to go there with dip 
nets and tin cans and scoop them out and 
sell them to divers good natured relatives 
and neighbors at five cents per fish. 

One eventful day a rival clan of boys 
tried to take our goldfish mine away from 
us. Followed a pitched battle great and 
grim. We kept possession of the pond, 
but it cost a large section of one of my 
front teeth and our parents forbade any 
further traffic in goldfish. 

Last winter I was walking past the Pond 
with one of my boys, who is the best birdist 
of the family. Among the wine-yellow 
twigs of a willow, overhanging the water, 
we saw a black and white bird with a 
long tail. 

“A mocker,” he shouted, and sure enough 
it was a mockingbird up from the South. 
A little later the Haverford Professor 
of Latin, a noted ornithologist, called me 
up to say that he had seen a Northern 
shrike beside the Pond. 
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“Mockingbird,” I assured him positively. 
He went out to take another look and tele- 
phoned disconsolately a little later to an- 
nounce that by some miracle I was right. 

He is the: one whom I aroused from a 
sound sleep one Sunday morning a few 
winters ago to tell him that I had just 
seen a temale evening grosbeak under a 
tree in the college woods. Slipping on 
a bathrobe and a pair of rubber boots, he 
hurried out, and we both got a glimpse of 
the rare bird, much to the amusement of 
some early rising students, who had never 
seen their grave and reverend professor 
so informally clothed. 

Every May, about the middle of the 
month, there is one place in the willows 
where I always expect to meet that rare 
migrant, the Wilson warbler, with his lit- 
tle black cap and yellow breast, on his 
way North. The Cape May, the Bay- 
breasted, the Tennessee, and the Wilson 
are our rare warblers, and it is always 
a red-lettcr day for me when I meet the 
Wilson by Haverford Pond, and when I 
see him I always remember the great 


.occasioit when I found his nest on some 


land of mine in Maine, a hidden treasure 
indeed, 

Sometimes during the summer, the 
greater yellow-legs visit the Pond, and I 
see ther: bobbing and curtsying on their 
long legs. Once, too, I saw a_ black- 
crowned night heron perched on a big 
willow tree at the far corner. 

Once in spring, when the water of the 
Pond had been let out, my little girl found 
the nest of a killdeer among the stones in 
the dry bed of the Pond. Its four buffy- 
white eggs, scrawled with chocolate mark- 
ings, were hard to tell from the pebbles 
among which they lay. 

Sometime in March I first hear the 
strange, wild cry, coming down from the 
cold sky, of that plover, who wears two 
black rings around his snowy breast. 

When we visited the nest in the Pond 
-bed, the mother killdeer would drag her- 
self along the stones as if disabled and 
fluff out her beautiful tail in an attempt 
to toll us away from her dearly loved eggs. 

The last adventure I had with the Pond 
‘was one stormy August afternoon. As I 
plodded ~through the rain, from beneath 
the turned down brim of my hat I caught 
a glimpse of something white standing in 
the lofig grass beside the Pond. At first 
I thought that it was a duck, but no duck 
ever stood so tall as did that slim, snowy 
figure, and I recognized it as a white heron. 

Now there are three kinds of white 
herons which come North. One is the 
American egret, another the little blue 
heron, which in summer is white. Then 
there is always another possibility, the 
white: egret, an exquisite little heron, who 
comes North so rarely that his arrival is 
usually a record and an event. 

Hurrying home, I secured my field 
glasses and stalked the new bird through 
the rain. Hiding behind a willow tree, I 
had a good look at him. He had a dark 
bill, which counted out the American egret, 
who has a yellow bill. Finally he walked 


up on a board beside the Pond and I could 
see his feet, which were dark. That dis- 
posed of the white egret, who has black 
legs and yellow feet, and I knew that it 
was a little blue heron in the white, im- 
mature plumage in which he travels North,

The lawbreaker, first of all, does not 
believe that there will be a future reck- 
oning for his crime. He expects some- 
how to escape, in any future existence, the 
consequences of his crime. 

His acceptance of Satan’s lie with re- 
gard to the future makes it easy for him 
to accept his lie for the present. Others 
may have been caught and compelled to 
suffer the consequences of their wrong- 
doing in this life, but he will be clever 
er lucky enough to escape’ And so he 
hastens on and on, down the dizzy descent, 
adding crime to crime, always hoping some- 
how, eventually to “get by.” 


But while it is easy for us to see that 
such types of crime do not pay, do we 
carry this same conviction into our daily 
living? We are prone to consider crime 
as only those more heinous offenses such 
as banditry, murder, kidnaping, and the like. 
God makes no such distinction. Perhaps 
we would do well to make the title of our 
topic this week, “Sin does not pay!” Cer- 
tainly that is the dominating thought in 
the Scripture lesson assigned for this week. 
God’s Word is very clear elsewhere con- 
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cerning the price of sin. Paul tells us 
in Romans 6: 23 that sin’s wages is death, 
Again we read that whatsoever we sow 
shall we reap (Gal. 6:7, 8). Do we really 
believe these truths, and do they check us 
when tempted to do those things that we 
sometimes consider as minor faults, such 
as lying, cheating, anger, or envy? Or do 
we fool ourselves by thinking that we 
can practice such thiags and escape the 
consequences? If we -do, we are little 
better than the desperate characters who 
break the laws of society. The difference 
is merely one of degree. 

Let us learn, then, to be guided, directed, 
and reproved by God’s Word, unwilling 
at any price to accept Satan’s temptation 
to doubt it, or to think that it does not 
apply to us. “Let God be true, but every 
man a liar’ (Rom. 3:4).
